TVhittaktjr eaid that the wheat exported 
thiu year probably averaged in price 95 
cents per bushel, and if thia proposed 
law had been in force he believed it 
would have brought considerably more 
than SI a bushel. He did not think the 
law would hurt the owners of grain or 
provisions, bociuiafl if tho fictitious offer- 
ings were done away with, the market 
would be supplied with actual gruin or 
provisions, aud there being a smaller 
quantity offered, the prices would bo 
better. In hia judgmeut, the fictitious 
aelling produced an abnormal condition 
of the market which defeated the law ol 
supply and demand. He frequently re- 
ceived letters from Europe, Baying that 
tho writers could pay better prices for 
meatfl if the American mai kot could only 


. be kept steady. 
Whittaker asked why it was that when 


reports like Jlradotreets or government 
reports were given out showing n large 
estimated crop prices go down.

plied that they work like that on a largo 
crop and vice verfla. If the crops are 
small prices go up a litttle.

What They Kuow About 


Johns' Killing. 


•MUAFJUV8 
STOICAL 
ATTITUDJB 


Murphy's Wife ana Johns Were To- 


gether ill Mrs. Young's 


Cellar. 


There waa a moderate attendance yea- 


tortlay at the trial of John Murphy for 
tbo murder of Pbilo Johns. Most of the 
spectators wore from the locality whcro 
tho affair occurred. Murphy's father sat 
next to him and was an interested lia- 
tenor. Tho first witness put on the stand 
this morning was Mrs. Young, an eye 
witness. 


She testified she had lived in Anberry 


valley three years; she waa acquainted 
with Philo Johns, and also with John B. 
Murphy, the defendant. 
She named 


several pernons who were at her house 
on July 23, tbo day of the killing. 
Among thoee present nt her house were 
Philo Johns, Harvey Lewis and also 
Mrs. Murphy, wife of the defendant. 


JohiiB had come there about 9 o'clock 


iu tbe morning and bad spent the day at 
work in the cellar. He left the house in 
the evening just before 0, in company 
with Houry Lewie. They wont away in 
a cart. Mrs. foiing pointed out on the 
map tho surroundings of the house, the 
yard, tho fencsi, certain trees, tho road 
and othur objects that were referred to in 
dCEcribioc what followed. 


rhilo Johne got into tho cart firet, 


drove away, and shortly afterward Lewis 
also got in tho cart, and the two drovo 
off together. 
She enid that JOURS took 


no arms with him, although be had a 
revolver in a scabbard. 
She saw him 


put tho pistol in bis cart, tucking it 
under tho blankets. 


Tho next thing she noticed, only a few 


moments later,-was the report of a gun, 
and Mrs. Murphy Bcrcamcd ae she Haw 
her husband coming out of tho brush 
near where Johns was in the cart. Mrs. 
Young ran to the window, and Mrs. 
Murphy ran into the yard. "I saw 
Murphy preparing to shoot Johns," con- 
tinned the witness. "Murphy spoke to 
Johns, then drew back anil shot fcwico. 
Murphy was about twenty foot from tbo 
cart in which Johns vras fiitting, and 
waa facinn Johns. Murphy had a Win- 
chester rifle. There wae no shooting by 
aiiyono else. Tho two shots were very 
close together. At tho first shot Johns 
threw up his bands and nearly fell out 
of the cart backwards, but was caught 
by Lewis, who sat beside him." 


It was about two irinutea from the 


time the witness first saw Murphy till 
the shooting began. 


After tho shooting was overMurpby 


came to Mrs. Young's houso and aaid 
that ho had killed Johns boouiss Johns 
had threatened bis life. At the same 
tluie Murphy eaid he was not going to 
hurt anybody else. Hegave up his yun, 
lirat having extracted tho bullets. After 
a few minutes he again took hie gun and 
went down the road toward Mr. Beard's 
slaughter bouse. 


Tho cross-examination was conducted 


by Newman Jones. 


Peter I3asaott, a F/onchman, was tho 


next witness, and Nick Justy waa sworn 
as interpreter. 
Tho witness said ho 


lived at tho liouso of Mre. Young. 
lie was at Temperance Flat working 


on tho day that Joliuu was killed, and 
did not see Johns on that day. About 0 
o'clock that evening ho came up from 
the river itnd ala eupui'r In company 
with Johns at Mrs. Young's, Aftor sup- 
par he went cut iu the yard to einoke 
his pipe. After buppor Luwit; hitched 
a horeo to a carl, r.nd Johns got in uiitl 
tlioy drove out nt tho gate, Qtid JohiiK 
wufl holding tho lino*. 


After I hoy started to drive away, John 


Murphy appealed and slopped thorn, 
speaking two or three words, but witiioau 
could nut uuilcraland what was nnid. 
Then Murphy fired, Tho witness des- 
cribed the position of tiio three nion, 
Johns, Lewie and Murphy. Johns was 
driving. Johns did nothing, nnt moving 
an inch. The first shot killed Johns, he 
falling at tbe report of tbo gun. 
. There was no cross-examination of 
this witness. 


I'he noxt witneee called waa William 


Youitc, Ji boy about 
1<) yearn of age, a, 


son of Mrs. Young who was put on tho 
stand in the morning. 


Ho waa at homo that day and saw 
Johns in tho cellar, hut did not know 
whflt ho was there for. 
Tho witness, in 


tho evening, was in the creek near tbe 
road, saw Murphy come from flii> hnifili 
and meets Johns. The witness ran, but 
from the distance ho oaw Murphy shoot 
Johns. Witnees described the move- 
ments of Murphy after the siiootinp. It 
was in pubstonco what had already been 
testified to before by the other witnesses. 
Ho said that when Murphy first leveled 
his rifle, Johns and Lewis, in the cart, 
held out their hands and told him not to 
ehoot, and for tho time being he took 
down his gun. The witness did not eeo 
what followed, as he took fright and ran 
away. 


Attorney W. 11. Jacobs conducted the 


cross-examination, the boy standing it 
very well. 
Ho denied emphatically that he had 


over told anyone that he hud heard 
Johns make throats against Murphy, 
exhibit a pistol and declare that no nian 
could cross his path. 


At tho afternoon seesKm Dr. E B. 


Brown, county coroner, was called to 
tell tbe nature of tbe wound by which 
Johns came to his death. It seemed 
that a certain letter had been found on 
the dead body of Johns, and tho defense 
offered to prove its contents in their 
cross-ex a.niuation, but the court denied 
their motion, as not b^irtg proper croaa- 
oxamination. 


Harvey Lewie, who wag in the cart 


with Johns when tho latter waa killed, 
was the next witness for the prosecution 
and a very bad one. He seems to have 
made out ft case of self defense for 
Murphy, He testified:. 


"Started with Thilo Johns from Tem- 


perance Flats, on tbe morning of the 
killing, to go to Sanger. On the way to 
Mre. Young's house Philo Johns handed 
me a 88-coUber Smith & Wesson pistol, 
which I carried in my iteht hip pocket 
nearly all the way from Temperance 
Flats to Mrs. Young's house. Stopped 
at Mrs. Young's house between 0 and 10 
o'clock and stayed there all day, except- 
ing whoa I went down to Konnsdy's 
about two milea away. 
We started 


from Mre. Young's house about 0 p.m. 
Philo Johns was driving tho cart; I 
opened tho gate and he drove through it. 
Before starting from the hoaaa Johna 
picked up his pistol from tbe bottom of 
the cart and put it under the blankets on 
the Beat. 
After passing through the 


gate, and either before I got into the 
carter just after, I took my pistol and 
pnt it on the seat between Johns and 
myself, 


"We bad gone about 300 feet down the 


road from the heoee when I saw Murphy 
coming from the east toward the road, 
kind a quartering like. He Raid stop, 
and Johns stopped. 
Murphy asked 


rhilo Johns if he did not know that his 
wife waa hero before ho (Johns) came. 
I enid, 'hold on; I know that he didn't, 
because I met your wife this morning.* 
Then Mniphy said : 'You came behind 
my bar and collared me, and you have 
threatened my life; I can prove it by 
two witnoeeoc.' 


"Johna replied: 
'tf I did I was
